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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Applicant's arguments rest on the inference that discrepencies in Waldner with respect to the teaching of an element mount frame or a 
shielding member forecloses the element 30 being a fitting frame. Notwithstanding any potential failure of Waldner to teach an element 
mount frame or a shielding member, the structure of Waldner is the same no matter what the overall purpose, and the element 30 
functions as a fitting frame between the two structures. Furthermore, Examiner is not combining an element mount frame or a shielding 
member with Honbo. These elements are explicitly taught in Honbo. Waldner merely teaches a fitting frame to cure the deficiency of 
Honbo and provides adequate motivation that remains true if the fitting frame is between an element mount frame and a shielding member 
or other similar structures.. 
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
